The Federal’ German Chancellor, 


0 Dr. Adenauer, gave an assurance here 


this. week that the indemnification 
programme will not be modified. 
Dr. Adenauer, who was speaking at 


a reception to mark his 82nd birthday, 


said that his Government was stead- 


fastly determined to repair, as far as _ 


was possible, the wrongs committed 
by the Nazis. No alteration would be 
made regarding payments provided for 


under the indemnification law, and 


the scheduled date for its completion 
would not be changed, 
According to a spokesman repre- 


senting the Association of German . 
Resistance Members and Victims of — 
- Nazism here, the Federal Chancellor 
said that he shared their anxiety that. 


the Government’s determination to 
repair the injustices of Nazism might 
be doubted as a result of the recent 
public statements by Dr. Schaeffer, the 
Federal Minister of Justice, calling for 
the modification of the indemnification 
programme. Dr. Adenauer 
said to have voiced the fear that such 
-Statements might have the effect of 


lending support to, or reviving certain 


tendencies of, the past.

think it very material, whether the

SHELTER 
Increased Need for 
By @ Jewish Chronicle Reporter 
The past year, during which the. 


work had trebled, had again - proved 


the urgent need for the Jews’ Tem- 
porary Shelter, Major Albert S. W. 
Joseph, its President, told the annual 
meeting of subscribers on Monday. He 
was presiding at the meeting, which 
was held at 63 Mansell Street, E.1. 
The period under review had, he 
said, been a difficult one, and the 
assistance which they had been called 
upon to give had been very varied 
in character. He thought, however, 
that it was fair to say that the objects 
of the Shelter, which were to afford 
help to any deserving persons among 
their coreligionists who might find 
themselves stranded in London, or 
indeed in Britain, had been faithfully 
carried out. 

The annual report ‘stated that in 
the period up to October 31, 1956, 


a total of 6,519 “ night-lodgings ” had 


been provided. But following the 
influx of refugees in’ October, 1957, 


. there was a great increase in the num- 


bers of people being lodged and fed 
at the Shelter. While the average 
number at the Shelter was i8 per 
night in 1956, there was a nightly 
average of 70 people at the Shelter in 
When the influx of 
refugees was at its height, the Shelter 
was often overcrowded and additional 
administrative and domestic staff had 
been engaged to cope with the extra

John Goldman, who said that the 
influx of refugees from-Hungarv and 
Egypt which’ had overwhelmed them 
merely emphasised the fact that they 
must not and dare not allow the work 
of the Shelter to lapse. 


“We regard it as a sacred trust,” 
he said, “to keep this building open, 


and to maintain. and equip it for the 
benefit of those unhappy. people who 
are forced to leave their homelands— 


very often without any notice—and 


to seek a new life.in another country.” 
The Shelter, said Mr. Goldman, had 


been regarded as the Cinderella among 


Jewish communal organisations. For 
some reason or other the community 
was not. sufficiently aware of the 
indispensable and valuable work which 
the. Shelter was doing and which 
could not be. carried out by any. other 
communal institution. Mr. Goldman 
appealed for communal support.

HEN the daughters of 
Jethro tell their father 
how Moses saved them 


him as an Egyptian. He wore 
Egyptian garb, he spoke the Egyp- 
tian tongue, his mode of thinking 
was influenced by the court circles 
in which he had moved since child- 
hood. No one takes seriously, 
nowadays, the Freudian hypothesis 
that Moses was actually of Egyp- 
tian birth. But in. outlook and 
appearance he was little different 
from the average Egyptian prince 
of his day. 


~The Midrash remarks that Moses 


begins his career as a man of 
Egypt but ends it as the man of 
God. The whole of Moses’s life 
is the record of the struggle of a 
full-blooded, deeply. impressionable 
man to shake himself free from 
the fetters of his background and 
realising the best that is in him 
sees a new  world-transforming 
truth, 
The serenity of the wise man is 
not a divine gratuitous gift, but the 
crowning reward of a life of inner 


tension during which the conflicts - 


in his soul are resolved. ‘“* When 


the fight begins within himself a 


man’s worth something.”

Benefit of Jewish Houses 


By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


The best way for Jewish boys to 


obtain a Public School education and_ 


at the same time familiarise themselves 
with the Jewish way of life, was for 
them to attend at such schools where 
a Jewish house had been established, 
said Mr. A. I. Polack, former house- 
master of the Jewish House at Clifton. 

Mr. Polack was speaking on the 
subject “Jewish Boys in . Public 
Schools ”

At present there was only one—at 
Clifton, He agreed. with several 
questioners that it would be useful 
if British Jewry campaigned for more 
Jewish houses at public schools, _ 

But he urged caution as, at. the 
moment, most: of the public schools 
were over-full; ‘The right time to 
seek Jewish houses was when. head- 
masters were glad to get more boys.

Israeli Scholars’ Findings

‘It hax now been established beyond 
doubt by Israeli scholars that 
“ Perakim b'Hatslacha,” the mystical 
treatise on felicity, was not written by 
Maimonides, as was earlier suggested 
by some authorities, including Stein- 


schneider, said Rabbi Dr. A. Altmann, 


giving the first in the series of 
“Jewish Profiles,” organised jointly 
by the Theodor Herz! Societ¥ and the 
University of London, at the North- 
West London Zion House (57. Eton 
Avenue, N.W.3) on Tuesday. 

There was, therefore, he said, no 
need to. alter the assessment of the 
author of the “Guide to the Per- 
plexed and of “ Yad ha-Chazaka ” 
as the great exponent of medieval 
Jewish enlightenment. 

In his lecture on Maimonides Rabbi 


- Altmann pointed out that although. he 


had been the greatest exponent of 
medieval enlightenment, the-Rambam 
must still be regarded as an Orthodox 


medieval Jew who could not be jdenti- 
modern.

WITH the inglorious exception of 
Stalin, no other Soviet leader has 
had such an adverse influence on 
the fate of millions of our people as 
has Mr. Khruschev today. Reports 
of his anti-Jewish attitude and 
frequent derogatory remarks about 


have caused particular 
apprehension. It is, therefore, 
natural that the news story we 


publish this week of an apology 
to a. Polish-Jewish Communist 
colleague—though it cannot, of 
course, be officially confirmed— 
should provoke much interest. 


Mr. Khruschev’s remark to Mr. 
Gomulka, the First Secretary of 
the Polish Communist Party, that 
“there are too many Abramo- 
vitches ” in the party was made in 
anger. -The Russian leader was, 
as reported at the time, exas- 
perated by the Polish aftitude and 
the attempt by the Poles to assert 
their independence of Moscow.

ISRAEL AND GHANA. 


THE news (published elsewhere in 
this issue) that Israel may grant . 
substantial credits to Ghana is a> 


good example of practical Afro- 
Asian co-operation and in some 


contrast to the nebulous form of. 
mutual aid that normally emerges 
from loudly proclaimed and widely - 


publicised . Afro-Asian gatherings 
sponsored by Cairo. Through force 
of circumstances, Israel is in a 


unique position to assist and advise 


“nascent States lacking in “ know- 


how” and the modern methods 


necessary to exploit their natural 
resources. It was not surprising, 
therefore, that soon after gaining 


her. independence Ghana should 


look, among others, to Israel for 
guidance on industrial development 
and the inauguration of water, 
agricultural, and other vital 
projects, Israel responded whole- 


heartedly to this approach, and 


relations between the two countries 
in every sphere are very close. In 


addition to helping Ghana with her 


important development schemes, 
Israel, with commendable fore- 
sight, is considering the advisability 
of investing in rubber plantations 
in both Ghana and Nigeria. There 
is a possibility, too, that Ghana may 


supply Israel with raw . diamonds. 


Already a joint  Israel-Ghana 
Shipping line has been established, 


and ways of further promoting. 


trade links between the two 
countries are at present being dis- 
cussed in Jerusalem. But co-opera- 
tion is not limited to the commercial 
sphere. Ghana delegations have 
visited Israel to study many 
different activities and at present 
leaders of the Ghana Trades Union 


Congress are studying the organ- 
_Isational structure of the Histadrut, 


which is to serve as a model for 
its Ghana counterpart. The develop- 
ment of relations between the two 
nations is, of course, distasteful to 


the Arab States, but it is to the

The number of congregations that 
can afford the excellently trained 
graduate ministers that Jews’ College 
is preparing are of necessity limited, 
but nothing appears to be done to

It must be remembered that. the 
knowledgeable baal habayit capable 
of acting in these capacities is rapidly 
becoming a rarity in the small centres. 

It is with pleasure that one reads 
of the proposal to establish an insti- 
tute for the training of teachers at 
Jews’ College and one must applaud 
the high standards. which have been 
set. It would appear to a layman, 
however, that to insist on such a 
standard must inevitably limit the 
available material, and the great 
industry and other 
professions to graduates must create 
considerable wastage. |

stranger, foreigner). Admittedly, it 
is a strong one and has its attrac- 
tion ; but I have rejected it neyer- 
theless, for four reasons. _ First, 
because there is no indication what- 
ever that either the or the 
unit consisted of foreigners; on 
the contrary, it so happens that the 
very first time they are mentioned, 


the context strongly suggests the 


opposite (11 Samuel xv, 17-22). 
Secondly, the two words always 
stand in juxtaposition, so that if 
they meant the same thing, we 
should be confronted with a classi- 
fication of strangers for which 
neither the Scriptures nor tradition 
offers any explanation ; and if they 
meant different things, then what 
would be the precise meaning of 
2? (See I Samuel xxx, 14.) 
Thirdly, in a different spelling, /.e., 
"35, it occurs twice (II R. xi, 4, 19) 
with another army unit—the O°3", 
troches (runners, | messengers). 
Lastly, since epeilyteis is not a 
military term, it would jar imcon- 
gruously with koyreites; whereas 
hopliteis and koyreites sound as if 


they were just made for each other. .

Large Organisation 


Originally his new congregation 
consisted of no more than 11 mem- 
bers, who had seceded from the 
rest of the community, which was 
displaying Reform tendencies. Here — 
in Frankfort he built up a large 
religious organisation with its own 
schools, charities, and newspaper. 
On the last day of 1888 (Tebet 27, 
5649) Samson Raphael Hirsch died, 
so the 70th anniversary of his death 
will also be commemorated this 
"year:

Mikhoels was. the most. important 
theatrical . figure produced the 
dynamic Soviet Yiddish theatre; and 
headed the Moscow State. Yiddish 
Theatre, which earned international 


renown for its traditions of acting and 


producing. Mikhoels. was an 
Honoured Artist of the Soviet Union, 
who, in his long and. distinguished 
career,- had accorded official 
praise. and great public recognition. 
He was the Chairman of the. Stalin 
Theatrical Committee, and 
immediately after the war was sent 
abroad by the Soviet Government to. 
enlist. sympathy and support for 
Russia among the Jewish communities 
In Russia itself he was 
probably the most outstanding symbol 
of Jewish cultural existence. 

The circumstances of his death 
were mysterious. He was visiting 
Minsk in his official capacity to award 
the Stalin Prize to a member of the 
State Theatre. On 
January 13, 1948, an official car called 
at his hotel to take him to visit an 
important local functionary, who is 
believed to have been the Communist

_ representative 
theatre is still silenced, although there 
‘are some three million Jews in the 


Party Secretary. The following 
morning he‘ and the driver were 
found murdered in the snow on the 
outskirts of the city. Jt was then 
officially announced that they had 
been murdered by hooligans.

ere is also an interesting report

[It is widely believed by 
Soviet Jews that Mikhoels was 
murdered at the instigation of the 
N.K.V.D. What is, however, certain, 
is that -his; death .provided the signal 
for Stalin’s. all-out .offensive against 
Jewish culture. Within a matter of 
months every single Yiddish theatre..

1948 and died in prison), was given 
the directive from the U.S.A. “to

The directive was given 
through the Joint Organisation.

synagogue the second book of 

our Torah and in jit we see the 
Jewish nation beginning to take shape. 
The Sidra includes the beautiful story 
of the birth of Moses, the future leader 
of the people. Of course, when you 
will read this you will see that Moses, 
the man who was destined to be the 
leader of the people and to bring 
them from slavery to freedom, was no 
prince but just a child born in a 
humble family. His people were not 
famous, and when you read the story 
you will notice that at first his parents 
are not named but that it merely says 
that the father is “a man of the 
house of Levi” and his. mother like-

we reading in 


time when Pharaoh, the King of Egypt, 


had ordered every. Hebrew. boy to be 
destroyed, but the great love of his 
mother saved the. baby for three 
months. 

You might notice here the ‘niiuence 
of three women. on the baby child: 
his mother, who loved him so dearly 


that she hid him successfully for three 


months: his sister, Minam,. who 
watched him anxiously when he was 


put into the cradle among the reeds ; 


and his unknown rescuer, the roval 


who saved the pretty baby 


from -a. Wi atery grave. 


When it was no longer safe to hide 
the b: iby 


and. sadly -went to the river bank and 
She could not 
bear to watch. what would happen, 
but she had supreme confidence. in 
faith was rewarded. The 
baby boy, now to be known as Moses, 
was saved by the daughter of the tyrant 
king.. She evidently did not agree with 
the policy of her father and took the 
baby home with.. her..

nation. was cruel and vindictive, but 
the teachers of the young. princes were 
kindly and ‘compassionate, They 
taught the students that they should 
feed the hungry and show.kindness to 
the fallen. Astudent of ancient Egypt

in- the: house, Jochebed, his 
“mother, prepared a water-proof cradle — 


to educate the child Moses. 


an education that was his - 


has pointed out that there is much 


_evidence of the kindness of the teach- 


ing at this period in spite of Pharaoh's 
cruelty, This scholar has found in 
“ Good 
words shine more than the emerald 
which the hand of the slave finds 
among the pebbles.”. And again: 
“ The wise man is satisfied with what 
he knows, content dwells in his heart, 
and his lips speak words that are 
good.” So you see from these 
aie that the boyhood of Moses 
was the foundation for his success in 


the rescue of his people from bondage 


and tyranny. 

There is one legend of Moses that 
| expect some of you know, but I hope 
you will forgive me if I repeat it. 


Pharaoh was told by..one of his. 


State counsellors that Moses would 


‘one day try to snatch the government 


from the hand. of the King. In fear, 
the King called all the wise men of 
Egypt together to a special conference, 
at which the apgel. Gabriel also 
attended disguised as an Egyptian. The 
King briefly told-them what he had 
been told and asked each one in turn 
for his advice. When it was Gabriel's 
turn, he replied: “If it please the 
King, place an onyx stone and a 


coal of fire in front of the child and 


see which object he tries: to grasp. 
Child’s Choice 


- Moses was brought into the council- 
chamber and, just .as he was stretching 
out to seize the onyx stone, Gabriel 
guided the child's hand towards the 
live coal. The fire: burned: his hand 
and then, as he lifted it up and put it 
into his mouth, it burned part of his 
lips and his tongue. (In all his later 
life Moses was slow of speech because 
of this. injury.) 


Moses would want the royal crown 
and allowed him to. remain alive. 

At great cost teachers were invited 
to come to Egypt from near-by lands 
He was 
taught arts and sciences and proved 
himself an apt scholar. 


In this way we Can see the hand of 


God allowing Moses, the future leader 
of Israel, to be brought up by the 
daughter of Pharaoh. Not only did 
he enjoy. the advantage of a good 
education, while living as a prince 
at the Court 
opportunities of seeing the harsh treat- 
ment to which his brothers were sub- 
jected. He did not come as a stranger 


‘when he received. his call. but he 


came aS One who was fully aware of 


all details of the duty to be done. 


His heart and soul were in the task 
of rescuing his people. Faithfully 
did Moses carry out the promise of 
his boyhood, he performed his duty 
as teacher and leader of

Everyone who 
visits Jerusalem and comes to the 
building of the Jewish National Fund 
can visit the Herzl Room. 

After the death of the great leader 
in 1904, all the articles in his room in 
Vienna were preserved. His room in 
Jerusalem is an exact replica of that

from Vienna to Jerusalem. : 

On this writing desk Herzl wrote his 
famous articles, and the letters, 


speeches, and pamphlets that roused a.

Over 150 delegates and observers 
from almost every university in Great 
Britain and Ireland attended the 
conference of the Inter. 


recently in Leeds (a brief report of 
the conference appeared in last week's 
issue), 

After a report by the retiring Chair. 
man, Mr. Edgar Neufeld, deploring 
the apathy prevalent among the Jewish 
student community, many delegates 


expressed their views as to the effec- 


tiveness of the Federation. Mr. Irving 


Benjamin, of London, considered 
that LUJ.F. should be 
enfant terrible of ~ Anglo-Jewry, 


striking out against communal cant 
and hypocrisy. 

In the education commission, Mr. 
Cyril K. Harris, the Education 
Secretary, deplored the ignorance of 
the average student in Jewish know- 
ledge, an ignorance which forced 
1.U.J.F. to start at the most elemen- 
tary level in educating its members, 
Mr. Malvyn Benjamin, the Treasurer 
of the Federation, considered that the 
situation could best be solved by a 
more extensive day school system. 


More Day Schools

there ran the twin themes of more 


intensive Jewish education and more 
participation by the Federation jn the 
community. Resolutions were passed 
recommending that every member of 
1.U.J.F, should learn Hebrew and that 


the community should establish more

Religious Unity Against Secularism

As long as other Jewish parties and 
groups remained organised and as 
long as the secular elements retained 
the upper hand in Israel there was a 
growing need for the continuance of 
-Agudas Israel and a still greater 
necessity for unity among all religious 
forces in Jewry. 

This was the principal message of 
the recent Agudist conference in 
Jerusalem as presented by two of its 
participants to a meeting organised by 
the British Agudas Israel] Organisa- 
tion, at the Stoke Newington Library

man of the European Executive of the 
World Agudist Organisation, referred 
to the Israeli Government crisis which 
had occurred during the time the con- 
ference was held, and said that it was 
“the same people who were traitors 
to God and Judaism that have now 
proved to be traitors to the State of 
Israel as well, by jeopardising its 
security interests for party-political 
reasons. Yet, he forecast, it might 
well be that those “ people without 
principles "the Achdut Avoda and 
Mapam—would again be members. of 


-| a new Coalition Government. 


Dealing with the forthcoming court 


case (before the Supreme Court in 
New York) of the Aguda against . 
distribution of the 


Irso—over the 
funds from heirless Jewish property in 


-Germany——Mr, Goodman stated that 
the Aguda must insist that funds like - 


the moneys from the Claims Con- 
ference should be used for such 
institutions as. would . strengthen 
Judaism—schools,. yeshivot, mikvaot, 
and the _like.
